FREEDOM FOR THE FARMER 
No other area of American economic life has been the 
subject of as much government involvement as farming. 
The Department of Agriculture is the largest agency in 
the executive branch, after Defense and Health, 
Education and Welfare. Each year it disburses billions of 
dollars in a variety of programs, from conservation to 
crop subsidies, from the Bee Keepers Indemnity 
Program 
to 
the 
Hay 
Transportation 
Assistance 
Program. Farmers have been paid to plant and paid not 
to plant, told how and when to plant and what to plant. 
Yet for all the bureaucratic tinkering over the decades, 
agriculture is the most shining example of the immense 
productive capabilities of the free enterprise system, 
just as in socialist countries it is the worse example of the 
stifling effects of doctrinaire economic ideoogy. Indeed, 
the greatest problem the Department of Agriculture had 
to deal with, until the threat of world famine began to 
loom, was curbing the energies of the American farmer. 
There is a school of thought, however, which holds that 
what American agriculture needs is not less but more 
government control, not less but more bureaucratic 
planning. 
A group called the Exploratory Project for Economic 
Alternatives, a Washington- based research organization 
financed by a couple dozen foundations, has in fact called 
for a “drastic restructuring” of the U.S. food- producing 
system. 
Noting that some 2.5 million family farms went out out 
of business between 1945 and 1973 and that food prices 
have risen $15 billion a year over the past four years, the 
group urges that “low, stable food prices, a secure in­ 
come for family farmers and a shift away from 
agribusiness must be the heart of a new American food 
policy for the coming decades. ” 
No one will quarrel with at least the first two of those 
objectives. To achieve them, however, the group ad­ 
vocates, among other things: subsidizing farmers to 
keep prices down, antitrust action to “break the hold of 
agribusiness” over food production and distribution and 
a shift toward growing most crops on small, multicrop 
farms near cities. 
The subsidy program would cost an estimated $12 to 
$15 billion a year and would be paid for by a “steeply 
progressive ” income tax weighted against upper- 
income taxpayers. 
The government would assure adequate consumer food 
supplies by encouraging heavy production, managing 
food stocks, controlling food exports and imports and 
imposing price controls on farm commodities when 
necessary. 
The philosophy of the project officials could not be 
more sharply opposed to a recent policy statement by the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, which urged that 
“government programs with respect to agriculture 
should be designed to create conditions which will permit 
farmers to operate under the market system .” 
It is also worth noting a recent statement by a 
representative of international agribusiness. According 
to H.A.R. 
Powell, chairman of Massey-Ferguson 
Holdings Limited of London, North America is now 
producing food at about its optimum rate and is unlikely 
to see any major new increases in production. The task in 
solving world hunger, he says, is to assist the developing 
nations 
in similarly expanding their agricultural 
production. 
Few schemes would seem better designed to defeat 
that end and to reduce American agriculture to the level 
of chronically food-short nations than the Exploratory 
Project’s program to destroy what is left of the free 
market economy in agriculture. 
Surely we have enough examples from other countries 
of what happens when the government figuratively puts 
a bureaucrat at the side of every farmer to cause us to 
wonder what kind of ivory tower these people are living 
in.

WASHINGTON -- The Federal 
Communications Commission is 
quietly stifling the millions of 
voices that jam the Citizens 
Band radio frequencies An esti 
mated nine million licensees -- 
truck drivers, teen-agers, house 
wives, even a former First Lady 
- now operate more than 20 
million CB sets. The airwaves 
have become so crowded that 
the CB industry has appealed for 
more frequencies These would 
have to be taken from the ham 
radio operators, who add up to 
no more than 300,000 Yet the 
commission has favored the few 
over the many 
The 300,000 hams have 100 
times more airspace than is 
available to the nine million CB 
enthusiasts The hams also have 
a lock on the higher frequencies, 
which are free from inter­ 
ference 
According to one confidential 
report, the hams now control 
more frequencies than all the na 
tion's police and fire depart 
ments combined, plus all com 
mereiai and educational FM 
broadcasters, plus all the TV sta 
tions on the VHF channels in Los 
Angeles and New York City. 
The telecom m unications 
policymakers at the White House 
have quietly notified the Federal 
Communications Commission on 


three occasions that there would 
be no objections to expanding 
the airwaves for the CB users 
Still, the commission has 
refused to take the hint One 
reason may be that CB radio is 
regulated by ofTiciaLs who. acc 
cording to a confidential report, 
“have traditionally been hams " 
The report, prepared for Hep 
Elliott Levilas, D -Ga, describes 
this arrangement as th e wolf 
guarding the flock.' 
The opposition to giving the 
CB industry a greater share of 
the airwaves has been gener 
ated largely by the American 
Radio Relay League, which the 
report describes as “a lobbying 
organization" representing ham 
operators 
The league has fired off a 
special “flash bulletin 
to its 
members, urging them t o utilize 
every league resource" to pre­ 
vent the incursion of CB buffs 
into their airspace 
Footnote The Federal Com­ 
munications Commission s chief

Mail order drugs take root 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The American drug store is in no 
danger of becoming a mere nostalgic memory, but a growing 
chunk of its original business of selling drugs is being taken over 
by mail order firms. 
From 1972 to 1976 the number of prescriptions filled by mail 
order firms doubled to nearly 25 million. 
And with the Supreme Court decision last year to allow ad­ 
vertising of prescription drug prices the mail order business got a 
big boost. 
"The people who really use and need mail service pharmacy 
are those who use maintenance drugs, drugs they use every 
day,” explained Fred Wegner of the American Association of 
Retired Persons and National Retired Teachers Association.

An autopsy revealed that Calvin Marshall, 38, did not die of 
natural causes as first suspected, said Dr. Lawrence E. Giffin. 
No motive has been established and there is no suspect, a 
prison spokesman said, but an investigation is continuing. 
Marshall was serving a 40-month sentence from St. Louis for 
illegal drug possession.

KINSHASA, Zaire (.VP) — A rally supporting President Mo­ 
butu Sese Seko’s war against invading exiles was billed as “the 
mo6t gigantic demonstration in Kinshasa's history,” but it drew 
a silent crowd of less than 20,000, and many of them tried to leave 
before it ended 
The Sunday demonstration in May 20 Stadium was organized to 
show this capital city’s solidarity with Mobutu in his struggle 
against invading Katangans 
The invaders crossed the border from Angola March 8 and 
have seized about one-third of Zaire's Shaba province, where 
Zaire's rich copper mines are located.

Congressional leaders who once predicted quick action on the 
proposal are now acknowledging there will be a long, knock­ 
down, drag-out fight on many of the bill's provisions 
Some Capitol Hill staffers say they doubt action can come be­ 
fore late summer And clearly the bill isn't going anywhere 
before Carter's April 20 announcement of the policy part of his 
energy package. 
The administration had initially hoped Congress could approve 
the new department quickly, so it would be in place to handle the 
new policy.

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Congress clearing up agenda 
before taking Easter recess 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
annual 
congressional 
Easter 
Parade gets under way late 
this week when the 535 mem­ 
bers of Congress head home for 
a 10-day recess. 
But before they leave, a few 
items remain to be cleared 
from the agendas of the House 
and Senate, including a bill to 
change the way members of 
Congress get their pay raises, a 
measure designed to clamp 
down on the methods used by 
bill collectors and a visit by 
Henry Kissinger. 
The former secretary of state 
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was scheduled today to make 
his first appearance as a wit­ 
ness before a congressional 
committee since he left office 
with the Ford administration. 


Kissinger agreed to appear 
before the Senate subcommittee 
on energy conservation and 
regulation in his capacity as 
chairman of the advisory board 
of the Alliance to Save Energy,

servation. 


The House is likely to face a 
vote on an attempt to require 
Congress to vote affirmatively 
in order for any future pay 
raise to take effect The raise 
that took effect in February 
was approved when neither the 
House nor the Senate rejected 
it. 


The pay raise plan is part of 
a bill to renew emergency job­ 
less aid for more than 500,000 
long-term jobless persons in 31 
states.

CHARLESTON — Charleston High School basketball coach Mitch 
Haskins, who piloted the Bluejays to a 30-2 record this year and a 
second-place finish in the Class 3-A State Tournament in March, will 
be the associate basketball coach at St. Louis University next 
season. 
St. Louis U. Coach Ron Coleman, who was named to succeed 
Randy Albrecht as Billiken coach after the team was eliminated 
from the Metro Seven Conference Tournament early in March, said 
this morning that he and Haskins have “a verbal agreement” on 
Haskins' coaching at St. Louis next season 
A news conference is scheduled for next Tuesday at 10:00 a.m., at 
which time Haskins will be officially named as associate coach. 
"His duties will be much more than those of an assistant coach,” 
said Coleman, who starred at Missouri and has been an assistant 
under Albrecht at St. Louis U. Coleman said that scouting and 
recruiting would be among Haskins’ responsibilities, adding that the 
pair would also share on-the-court coaching duties. 
“I wanted a guy who thinks like I think as far as basketball is 
concerned,” continued Coleman, saying that he was very happy to 
have Mitch as his partner on the Billiken coaching team. Haskins 
had been one of about four successful prep coaches who had been 
considered for the job, but it was known last week that the job had 
been offered to Haskins, if he wanted it. 
Haskins said that he considered other opportunities before ac­ 
cepting the position at St. Louis U. “Of all the opportunities that 
were offered, I felt more comfortable with this one,” said the 
mustachioed mentor during a telephone interview this morning. 
St. Louis University has a rich basketball tradition, including a 
National Invitational Tournament victory in the 50’s, when the NIT 
was the most prestigious of the post- season tournaments But the 
schools’ athletic program has fallen on bad times in recent years, 
“But I think the program is on the upswing," said Coleman. 
Haskins concurred. "We’re (Coleman and Haskins) going to try to 
re-establish St. Louis University’s basketball program,” he said, 
adding that the challenge facing him at that school was one of the 
reasons he agreed to take the job. 


Haskins said that it was not an easy decision to make in deciding to 
accept the offer at St. Louis University. “There’ll be a lot of things 
I'll miss about Charleston. But I think any coach who is enthusiastic 
about his work would like to have a chance for advancement. And 
that's what this is - a chance for advancement.” 
Coleman and Haskins both admitted that the fact that Haskins has 
agreed to coach at St. Louis U. will improve the chances that 
Charleston standouts Ricky Frazier and Michael Smith will play 
with the Bills, but stressed the fact that Haskins was not offered the 
job for that reason. 
“I've made it clear to Mitch that I want him to come here on his 
own merits,” said Coleman, who signed Frazier and Smith to Metro 
Seven Conference letters of intent last week. 
A conference letter of intent means that the players can par­ 
ticulate only with that school in the conference, but schools from 
another conference or independent school are still free to recruit 
them. Frazier and Smith are still visiting other campuses outside the 
Metro Seven Conference. 
Coleman has recruited the Charleston duo actively, having seen 
them play approximately eight or nine times this year, Haskins said. 
While Haskins’ formal letter of resignation had not been turned in 
at press time, Charleston High School Principal Bill Bacchus said 
that a replacement will probably be named at Wednesday night’s 
Board of Education meeting. 
“We’ve discussed present personnel," said Bacchus, aware for 
some time that Haskins would probably leave the school. No names 
were mentioned, but it is believed that junior varsity coach Lennies 
McFerren is a top candidate for the head coaching position.

A look at the spring football pamphlet put out by Bill Callahan 
and the hard-working folks at the University of Missouri Sports 
Information Office tells us that this part of the state will be well- 
represented when the Tigers take to the gridiron this fall. 
No vewer than five SeMo Conference grads will be on the Tiger 
roster. This figure does not include any high school seniors from 
this area who might play at MU. We don’t know of any and would 
appreciate being corrected if there are any. 
Ward Billings, a 5-10,181- pound linebacker from Kennett, will 
be a senior at Mizzou next season. The former Indian star has not 
lettered at Columbia, but might get to play some this year, since 
only Chris Garlich is returning among last year’s starting 
linebackers. Billingi will be fighting Garlich, letterman Bill Bess 
and a host of youngsters for a berth in Coach A1 Onofrio’s lineup. 
Also on defense and gunning for a spot will be Scott Harrell of 
Poplar Bluff. Harrell, a 8-3, 210 -pounder who’ll be a junior next 
season, played running back and defensive end for the Mules in 
high school and is listed as a defensive end on the MU spring 
raster. Steve Hamilton, a starter last year at the left end, returns 
along with three other lettermen at Harrell’s position, making it 
unlikely that the Bluff athlete will see much action. 
A sleeper for the Tigers next season could be Charleston’s 
Ralph Mitchell. Mitchell drew more accolades for his play at the 
running back position for the Bluejays, but his performance as a 
linebacker drew enough attention from the MU scouts that he 
was awarded a scholarship. Mitchell, a 5-10, 183-pounder who’ll 
be a sophomore next year, is listed as a defensive back - leading 
one to believe that the Tigers intend to use him there, where 
graduation hit the team the heaviest. All four secondary starters 
are graduating, and only two lettermen return. If the versatile 
Mitchell, who is known to be a very intelligent as well as talented 
player, can make the adjustment, he could give the Tigers some 
of the help they will be desperately needing in the defensive back- 
field. Mitchell is also working out this spring as a wide receiver. 
The only letterman among the SeMo group is Annise Davis, 
who comes from Malden by way of East Prairie. Davis, a running 
back, ran into disciplinary problems two seasons ago and didn't 
see much action last year. He figures to be Rich Dansdill's 
replacement at fullback again this year, unless he can make the 
transition to tailback, where star Curtis Brown and Jornel 
Williams graduated. Davis is 5-11 and weighs 210. 
Another area player could step in at the other tailback spot. 
Poplar Bluff's Mike Moss, who saw junior varsity action last year 
along with Mitchell, was the area’s most prolific runner his final 
two years with the Mules and has a good future with the Tigers. 
With Pete Woods at quarterback next season, MU should utilize 
the option more often this year than they did while Steve 
Pisarkiewicz was playing. If they do, Moss's breakaway speed 
could be an asset

Teasdale claims partial credit for airport switch

(AP) — Gov. Joseph P. Tea­ 
sdale claimed part of the credit 
today for the announcement by 
Transportation Secretary Brock 
Adams that funding for a new 
St. Louis area airport site in 
Illinois would be halted. 
"Missouri is moving back 
from Illinois. Missouri is com­ 
ing back," Teasdale quipped to 
reporters who had gathered to 
get his reaction to Adams’ 
statement. 
The transportation secretary, 
reversing the position of his 
predecessor, William Coleman, 
announced that federal funds 
would be withheld for the pur­ 
chase of land in the Columbia- 
Waterloo areas for a new St. 
Louis area airport, replacing 
the facility at Lambert inter­ 
national in St. Louis. 


The 
announcement 
ends 
years of squabbling over the 
airport site, which was opposed 
by most Missouri politicans and 
many residents of the St. Louis 
area, as well as many of the 
Southern Illinois farmers who 
would have been displaced by 
the facility. 
"It's a happy day for me as 
governor,” said Teasdale, who 
had campaigned on a promise 
to fight to keep the airport at 
Lambert. 
During his news conference, 
Teasdale referred to what he 
called his "number one” cam­ 
paign commercial, which said 
Missouri was "on the move" to 
Illinois under then-Gov. Christ­ 
opher S. Bond. 
The commercial went on to 
say that under Bond, the St. 
Louis airport and Richards-Ge- 


baur Air Force Base near Kan­ 
sas City were both going to Il­ 
linois. 
Teasdale said 
that he 
did not think the St. Louis air­ 
port would have been preserved 
under a federal-state adminis- 
ration led by Coleman, Bond 
and President Ford. 
“ I’m not taking all the cred­ 
it,” Teasdale said in com­ 
plimenting the Missouri con­ 
gressional delegation for its 
work in convincing federal offi­ 
cials that the airport belongs in 
Missouri. 
During his 
administration, 
Bond sought to keep both Rich­ 


ards-Gebaur and Lambert in 
Missouri. It was during his ad­ 
ministration that a court suit 
was filed, 
questioning Cole­ 
man’s authority to approve the 
Illinois site. 
In explaining his decision, 
Adams noted that air carriers 
serving St. Louis appeared con­ 
vinced that Lambert is usable 
until 1995 and that residents of 
the area were opposed to mov­ 
ing the airport to Illinois. 
Teasdale called Adams’ deci­ 
sion "a surprising and dramat­ 
ic reversal” of Coleman’s plan 
to build the airport in Illinois.

Home ownership dream 
dead for m any in U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
American dream of home own 
ership is dead for many fami 
lies that have been priced out 
of the housing m arket, accord 
ing to testimony before a Sen­ 
ate committee.

"The American dream of uni­ 
versal home ownership is vir­ 
tually dead in the present eco­ 
nomic and institutional environ­ 
m ent,” said Princeton U niver­ 
sity economist Kenneth Rosen. 
i 
"The institution of home own­ 
ership has, over the past few 
years, become available only to 
the fortunate few,” Rosen said. 


Rosen predicted that the me­ 
dian price for a new home will 
reach nearly $90,000. double the 
current cost, by 1986 The aver­ 
age down payment will be close 
to $23,000. he said. 


His predictions assume a con­ 
tinuation of the current trend in 
which home prices increase 
faster then the over all inflation 
rate. Young families "will be 
confronted with a major ex­ 
plosion in housing prices and 
down payment requirements.
